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Regulations Against Pet Nuisances 
Proposed By Special GH! Committee

Animals with vicious tendencies, animals causing physical 
damage to property, and animals interfering with the rights of 
members to enjoy fully their property would provide the basis for 
complaints against pet owners, if a special report read at last 
Thursday’s Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meeting is adopted by the 
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membership. 

This report, preparedby a 3-man 
committee composed of Bernard, 
Fritz, Steve Polaschik, and Donald 
Kern, has been turned over to 
GHI attorneys, Krooh and Alt- 
man, for review. The report will 
then be considered by the GHI 
board and if accepted will go be- 
fore the membership body at the 
annual or a special membership 
meeting. 

Under the procedure’ recom- 
mended by the committee, com- 
plaints may be filled by a member 
against a fellow member for har- 
boring or giving shelter to an ani- 
mal which falls within one of the 
three proscribed categories. Such 
complaints must be in writing, .cit- 
ing particulars, and requesting the 
board to remove the source of the 
complaint. 

The board of directors would be 
authorized to adjudicate such com- 
plaints after notifying the respon- 
dent of the nature of the complaint 
and requesting a written or oral 
denial or affirmation of the facts 
in the complaint. If the decision 
is against the respondent, the lat- 
ter will be asked to take remedial 
action or to show cause why the 
board should not recommend sev- 
erence of ‘his membership. 

Definitions 


The committee report defines in 
detail the types of action that 
will give cause for complaint. An 
animal with vicious tendencies is 
considered one that has on more 
than one occasion inflicted a skin- 
breaking wound on a person or one 
that has on more than one oc- 
casion given a responsible person 
cause to fear bodily harm from 
the animal. 

Physical damage inflicted by a 
pet is defined to include damage 
to GHI buildings, shrubs, and trees, 
the deposit of filth or other ob- 
jectionable material, and objec- 
tionable odors. Membership rights 
not to be deprived by pets: include 
the right to secure property in 
which a member has a personal 
and individual interest from tres- 
pass by animals, the right to pass 
freely without being accosted by 
animals, and the right to undis- 
turbed rest. 

Reserves 


Following the recommendations 
of the finance commitee, headed by 
treasurer Lloyd Moore, the board 
of directors adopted. three resolu- 
tions respecting the use of op- 
erating and reserve funds. 

1. Money from operating cash 
fund be used to liquidate a loan 
of $47,600 borrowed from Subur- 
ban Trust Company for the pur- 
chase of fire and extended cover- 
age insurance from Firemen’s Mu- 
tual Insurance Company. 

2. GHI comptroller be authorized 
to invest other funds available 
beyond current needs in short- 
term treasury notes of 7 to 120 
days. 

3. Corporation be authorized to 
invest up to $250,000 now in re- 
stricted funds for purchase of one- 
year government bills currently 
yielding a net of 4 percent plus 
on the market, in denominations 
of four $50.000 bills and two $25,- 
000 bills. 

Land Committee 


The board also received the re- 
commendations of the land utiliza- 
tion committee headed by director 
Ellicott Bukzin. Included were sug- 
gestions for development of GHI- 
owned land adjacent to Parkway 
area aS a site for an office build-

With an agreement signed Mon- 
Gay with the Community Church, 
the Greenbelt Nursery School has 
at last ended its search for new 
quarters. It will occupy a newly 
created room in the Fellowship 
Center adjacent to the church 
building. This room has been par- 
titioned off for the use of a kind- 
ergarten group during the regular 
Sunday School sessions. During the 
remainder of the week it will be oc- 
cupied by the co-op group. Plans 
for an outdoor play area are also 
included in the agreement. 


“We are very pleased with the 
new arangement,” Mrs. Ann 
Driscoll, President of the Nursery 
School group, stated. “It is large 
and airy and gives us a good deal 
more space than we have had be- 
fore. We are especially pleased with 
the privacy of the outdoor play- 
ground, which will be quite a dis- 
tance away from the road.” 


Construction work on the new 
partition has already been com- 
pleted.

Charter Amendment To Be Prepared 
To Raise Council Salary To $750 


The city council will raise council members’ salaries next week, 


but it will take a charter amendment to do it. 


On the advice of 


city solicitor Ralph Powers, it was agreed that the method with

the best legal chance in court would be to strike from the charter 
the provision setting the council’s maximum salary at $500 a year 
and to substitute an amendment setting the council’s salary at $750 
a year, the figure now agreed upon. At another special meeting 
next Monday night, the council will approve a properly drawn-up 


charter amendment. 

After its passage, citizens will 
have the opportunity to initiate a 
referendum within 50 days, which 
must be signed by 20 per cent of 
the registered voters. If the char- 
ter revision is not challenged, or 
approved in a referendum, the sal- 
ary change will go into effect dur- 
ing the first few weeks of the new- 
ly-elected council. 


Overhang 

A recommendation to approve 
a “hardship exception” to the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission in the 
case of an apartment now being 
constructed on Crescent, discover- 
ed to be several fet over the build- 
ing restriction line, was passed by 
the council. It was revealed by the 
city manager, Charles McDonald, 
that the violation is not as severe 
as first thought, with the brick 
wall being in compliance with the 
law, and only roof overhang and 
areaway stairwell to the basement 
encroaching on the restriction line. 
Powers declared the granting of 
the exception would not set a pre- 
cedent*in other cases, as was fear- 
ed by several council members. 


Center Rezoning 
Still not forthcoming was a re- 
quest from the Parkland Plan- 
ning Commission for a _ recom- 
mendation on the planned _re- 
zoning of the GCS food store to 
C-2 in order to expand the bowling 


alley. Ed Burgoon, GCS spokes- 
man, disclosed that the owner’s 
signature is necessary for the peti- 
tion and a delay was encountered 
Since he was on vacation. It is ex- 
pected to be presented at a special 
council meeting next week. In an 
informal discussion of the matter, 
the council members appeared in 
agreement that the rezoning woull 
not seriously change the zoning 
area, and that they would not ob- 
ject to the zoning change. Burgoon 
stated that the matter is not as 
urgent as when first presented. 


The council urged that McDon- 
ald begin immediately to publicize 
the referendum on the $200,000 
municipal bond issue needed to fin- 
ance the construction of the city 
administration offices and the al- 
ready designed youth center and 
fire department buildings. McDon- 
ald is preparing a. brochure and 
newspaper ads and had intended 
to break the publicity two weeks 
before the election. The council 
thought the campaign to educate 
and inform the citizens should be 
begun now, since there are many 
residents who have no accurate 
knowledge of the issues at sake. 

The council will meet in special 
session on Monday, Augut 24, and 
then meet for its last regular meet- 
ing the night before election, Mon- 
day Sept. 14. The intervening Mon- 

day, Aug. 7, is Labor Day. 


An Election Platform 


In order that the citizens. of Greenbelt in the coming election 
on Tuesday, September 15, might become acquainted with the po- 
sition of candidates on the many problems and Issues confronting: 
the city, the News Review has prepared the following 11-point. 
platform which we hope all candidates will see fit to support. In 
following issues of the News Review, we expect to publish the views 
of the candidates with respect to this platform. 


City Services 


Greenbelt has long had a reputation among Prince Georges 
communities for the services provided its citizens. This reputa- 
tion has lost some of its original luster in the last few years be- 
cause of an ill-advised drive to cut services and taxes to the bone 
in an attempt to attract outside industry and home builders. ; 

We think such a policy is shortsighted. Greenbelt will remain 
the attractive community it is not because of lowered tax rates 
but because of additional services provided to beautify its parks 
and playgrounds, to maintain its recreation program for both 
youths and adults, and to assure adequate police and fire protection, 

Such a budget-cutting policy, we believe, is also false econ~ 
omy. As an example, one has only to look at the deterioration 
that has taken place in many of the courts—the loss of trees, the 
erosion of grassy areas, the rise of “dust bowls’—to realize that 
restoring these areas to their former beauty is going to be a much 
more costly task than if the areas had been maintained in the 
first place. “i ; 

Consequently, we are proposing the adoption of the following 
items, regardless of their effect on the tax rate. 

1. Initiation of a vigorous landscaping and conservation prograni 
aimed at restoring and maintaining Greenbelt’s park and play- 
ground areas; such a program to be coordinated with the efforts’ 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

2. In view of the continuous influx of young families with small’ 
children, expansion of tot playground areas and establishment 
of a summer program of supervised care. ite, 

. Construction of new play areas and sandlot ball fields in those: 
areas, such as the North End now lacking such facilities. ) 
cluding construction of a park shelter, © ae 

cluding construction of a park shelter. | Se 3 

5. Appointment of a recreation advisory council to examine the: 
adequacy of the present recreation program, and to assist the | 
recreation department in making budget recommendations for. . 
the coming year. fe 


Construction, Program - . 


We feel that Greenbelt, as a growing community, is entitled 
to have its own municipal building, recreation building, and fire 
house. We therefore are supporting the bond issue needed to | 
finance this construction and ask our readers,.to vote yes in the. | 
referendum which will be held in conjunction with; the city coun-..

This approval of the bond issue, however, does not imply 
carte blanche approval of the plans made‘ to date with respect to 
this construction. We think that a new'independent review of the 
entire*construction program ts in order, especially if the bond ref- 
erendum is approved. ) 

We are therefore proposing the following: ’ 
6. A reappraisal of the total amounts to be spent for the new con- 

struction, with special attention given to the allocation of funds 
and determination of priority needs among the three buildings. 

. The retention by the city of a measure of control over the proper 
use of all new publicly-financed buildings, with no outright grants 
of property title to any non-governmental groups. 

. In order to . assure maximum utilization of. the youth center 
building and its facilities, establishment of city policy that. all 
civic and recreational groups should have access to the build- 
ing, with recognition given to the priority: needs of. youth ac 
tivities. pera PGE ACSA 

Charter Changes | 

The News Review has at frequent intervals expressed the be- 
lief that changes were needed in the city charter to give the city .. 
council more control and responsibility in the management of.. 
city affairs. The Charter Review Committee headed by Clinton - 
Fair has now made recommendations directed primarily at provid- : 
ing for an effective means of reviewing decisions of the city mana- 
ger with respect to personnel management, purchase of supplies, 
and letting of bids for contracts. Therefore, we favor . 
9. The adoption of those charter changes proposed by the Fair 

Committee that strengthen the role of the city council.

Future Development 


In order to insure Greenbelt’s growth in accordance with the 
basic concepts underlying its development as a planned model 
community and to secure the proper balance between commercial, 
industrial, and residential development, we propose the following: 
10. Appointment of a city planning commission whose task would 

be to lay down adequate standards and guides for the develop- 
ment of Greenbelt so as to protect to the maximum the inter- 
ests of the city and the public. The commission would be con- 
cerned with such matters as (a) the orderly development of 
the commercial center and parking areas in a manner which 
does not violate existing structural] lines; (b) attraction of a 
type of industry that would be a clear-cut asseti to the com--* 
munity; (c) preservation of wooded areas and park land to 
the maximum extent consistent with the construction of new 
homes; and (d) the furnishing of adequate roads and utilities 
by the developers of the vacant land. 


City Operations 

We believe that the city council and the city manager could» 
work together more effectively as a term if certain administrative: 
machinery were devised to coordinate their efforts and to assist 
them in certain administrative burdens. As one possibility, we _ 
suggest the following: : 
11. Creation of a full-time executive or administrative secretary 
whose task would be to provide the councilmen with research’ 
material on important policy matters to be decided, to pre- 
pare follow-up progress reports on previous directives issued or 
action requested of management by the council, and to facili- 
tate the exchange of information between the city council and 
the city manager with respect to administrative operations. and - 
other problems and developments in city government.

ing and a property improvement 
program which, among other 
things, calls for the planting of 
hedge rows for unfenced pro- 
perties. Under the latter proposal, 
hedge plants would be furnished 
at no cost, provided all members in 
a row agree to plant and main- 
tain them. Hedges would also be 
provided as replacement of nen- 
approved fences. 


Previous suggestions by the com- 
mittee have already been adopted. 
One included the painting of en- 
tire frame houses by the corpora- 
tion, rather than just the trim, at 
a charge of $30 and $35 to mem- 
bers of middle and end units, re- 
spectively, with arrangements 
made, when desired, for the charges 
to be paid over a period of time. 
All residents of a row, however, 
must agree on one color. Free 
paint will still be provided to those 
desiring to paint by themselves 
rather than engage GHI services.

Other committee suggestions al- 
ready accepted by the board were 
an accelerated trim paint program 
and the clearing of a play area in 
the vicnity of 6 court of Plateau pl.

GHI Expenditures ‘On The Rise _ 
Semi-annual Fiscal Report Shows 


Primarily as the result of increased taxes not budgeted for, 
the semi-annual fiscal] report of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., prepared 
by GHI comptroller Roy Breashears, shows a slight decline in the 
corporation’s net financial position. 


Although actual income from 
members and tenants was up some 
$4,500 from the budgeted figure of 
$561,900 for the first six months 
of 1959, expenditures incurred in 
connection with the housing units 
were also some $6,800 greater than 
the $564,900 anticipated. On bal- 
ance, then, the corporation was 
some $2,300 worse off than the ori- 
ginal forecast. 

Amounts allocated for taxes ac- 
counted for $6,200 of the increase 
in budgeted expenditures. Effec- 
tive January 1 the city tax rate 
increased about 3% cents to $1.61 
per $100 assessed valuation. In addi- 
tion, the combined county and fire 
tax rate increased from $2.20 per 
$100 assessel valution to $2.40, 
The Maryland-National] Capital 
Park and Planning Commision tax 
also went up one cent, though this 
was offset by the drop in the State 
real estate and tangible personal 
property tax. 

Other items that exceeded the 
budgeted amounts were water ex- 
pense ($1,500), interest expense 
($1,200), and insurance expense 
($2,400.) These increases were offset 
to some extent by lower-than- fore- 
cast costs for heating ($800), and 
repairs and maintenance ($3,500.) 

Income from non-operating 
sources such as services sold mem- 
bers, garage rents, sale commis- 
sions, and interest on Savings fell 
some $3,800 below the anticipated 
amount in the first two quarters of 
1959. Expenses incurred in connec- 
tion with these items. also drop- 
ped, but only by $1,300.

operating income | and 
tures, the corporation had a net 


deficit (after allowing for alloca- 
tion of contingency reserves) of 
$17,600 for the six-month period 
ending June 30, 1959. This was 
$4,800 more than the $12,800 deficit 
anticipated in the budget. (Be- 
cause of seasonal heating costs, the 
budget always anticipates a deficit 
in the first half of the calendar 
year.) Last year the corporation 
had a deficit of $6,100 after the 
first six months of operation. 


Last Year Compared 


The increased deficit between 
1958 and 1959 is attributable to ex- 
penditures rising at a faster pace 
than income. Total operating and 
non-operating expenditures in the 
first half of 1959 were $599,200, 
some $19,800 more than for a simi- 
lar period in 1958. Among the ma- 
jor items showing increases in 1959 
over 1958 were heating ($9,600), re- 
pairs and maintenance ($4,900), 
water expense ($2,300), city, 
county, and _ personal property 
taxes ($7,900), and administrative 
and board expenses ($2,900), 


Breashears explanied that the 
increase in water expenses is not 
a true measure of experience with 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, since some annual 
charges were included in last quar- 
ter’s billing. With the dedication 
of the city’s water and sewer sys- 
tem to WSSC last spring and a 
metering system installed for the 
individual courts, there is much in- 
terest in the fiscal effects of the 
changeover.
